London Lancet 
ejted a remarkable ‘case in which ex- 
traordinary ability in arithmetic cal- 
culation. was associated with general 
mental inferiority if not actual in- 
sanity. 

The patient was completely blind, 
and was able to’ make elaborate cal- 
culations, stich as square root of any 
number running into four figures, in 
an average of four seconds, and the 
square root of any number running 
into six figures in six seconds. 

These are mere trifles, however, 
compared with the following: 

He was asked how many grains of 
corn there Would be in any one of 64 
boxes, with one in the first, two in.

large revenues wherewith to meet heavy national expenditures and unpre- 
cedented interest charges led {1% the inatiguration, if not invention, of new 
sehemes ‘and methods of taxation. During the war it was “practically impos- 
~ sible to control expenditures, hence itywas necessary to raise. money. by bor- 
rowings and through excessive taxation to cover such expenditures, » This. 
practice, them enforced. upon Governments, has for too long a period been 
continued—Governments basing their revenue fequirements upoh their ex- 
penditures, instead of endeavoring to bring expenditures within the limits of 
_their_ revenues. 
More recently, however, attempts have been made, to reduce expendl- 
“tures. The Washington coaference on armaments was a noteworthy attempt 
in that direction. In Great Britain remarkable economies have been recom- 
mended by the Geddes ‘Commission, and steps are now being. taken to put 
many of these‘into effect. In Canada, too, an earnest effort is being made 
to bring about reduction in national expenditures, instead of merely striving 
‘to devise new means of taxation and enlarged revenues... These are signs of 
a return to national sanity, because the road wé were travelling was bound 
ere long-to-end-in-disaster.——Municipal_ governments are likewise beginning 
to learn from past bitter exper en Ogs and reductions in, civic thes canta are the 
order of the day. 

There is, however, one field in Ganda which would*appear to offer An op- 
portunity for harvesting a Valuable crop of national economies and savings in 
expenditures, both. Federally and Proyincially,. that is. being neglected. Un- 
doubtedly, polticians are somewhat loth to tackle it as once the question js 

- opened to close investigation and expert study there is no telling wNat acute 
differences of opinion may develop throughout the. country, ‘or what really 
troublesome questions may call for.answer and a solution. It is a case of 

» Jeaving well enough alone no matter how bad that ‘well ehough” may be. | 

We refer to the very large question of thé increasingly. apparent need for 
a. revision of Canada’s constitution as it is laid down in black and white in 
the Brilish North America Act. During more than half a century of un- 
paralled change and progress throughout the world, there has been practically 
no amendment of any importance.to the Canadian constitution... It still 
stands as it was written to meet, the needs of 1867 and the future as it could 
bo read.by statesmen at that time. 

The B.N.A. Act was the product of almost innumerable compromises, and 
unless these compromises had been effected at that time the Dominion would 
never -have been brought into existence. But surely Canada-has advanced 
sufficiently, and national sentiment developed to an extent, to warrant the 
hope that we have outgrown the need for many of the compromises effected 
to meet the local fears and jealousies of Provincial units and. minorities in 
1867. ° . 

With one ofthe heaviest per capita ‘national debts in the world it is 
essential that Canada should énforce economies in administration and ex- 
penditure wherever it can be done without jmpairing the efficiency of the 
public services... And where it is possible to effect changes which will not 
only prove economical but add to efficiency inservice and administration, 
surely it is the height of folly to neglect them merely, because’the “path to 
reform may be strewm with difficulty. 

After all no very great controversial questions need. be involved in a 
consideration of quite a few subjects wherein thete will be found to lie big 
opportunities for increased efficiency in. public services at a very materially 
reduced cost to the country at large and ‘relief to the over-burdened taxpayer. 
All, that is required is courage, straight business sense, and some of that 

‘ game grim determination and untiring patience which’ characterized Lloyd 
George in connection with the Irish negotiations and is-again the outstanding 
» feature of the International conference at Genoa, 

There are anomalies,. inconstistencies, and duplications in’ the British 
North America Act costing this country millions of dollars annually, which, 
if they existed in connection with any big industrial concern, would occupy 
the minds of the directors until they are removed and the problems which 
they present definilely solved. : 

Space available in this column will not admit of a discussion of all of 
these, but in next week’s article attention will be devoted to a few of them as 
illustrative. of what might be accomplished if the Leaders in Government at
